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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). Tine drawings must slnow 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the electrically 
operated kitchen appliance (toaster, egg boiler) recited in claims 15 and 16 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 11, 12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ebner etal. (DE 19857165). 

There Is disclosed in Ebner a brewing device, comprising: a first base plate 4 and 
second base plate 2, each base plate being a part of a common base 1 ; a removable 
water container 5 supported on the first base plate; a first heating device 14 capable of 
heating water in the container; a filter unit 18; a water transfer arrangement 16, 
including a second heater 22, for transferring water from the container to the filter; a 
receiving vessel 3 supported on the second base plate; a self-closing valve 20 arranged 
at an outlet opening in a bottom of the water container; an electrical supply including a 
detachable contact making device 15; and a vertical column (profiled pipe) mounted to 
the base and supporting the filter unit. 

In regards to the first and second positions for the water container, it is apparent 
that the water container can be used as a kettle when removed with hot water therein. 
This position would be offset from a first position in use. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 8-10, 13, 15 and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Ferrara, Jr., Bufkin et al. and Dempster are cited 
for their disclosure of the state of the art.
